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Resolution to Take Up the 


Tariff Bill Defeated. 


KEVENUE DEFICIENCY DISCUSSED 


Senators UorrUl, Teller, Sherman 


and Others Participate in the 


Debate. 


WASHINGTON*, February 25. — After the 


senate had disposed of much routine 
business, Mr. Morrill, chairman of the 
finance committee, followed with it dis- 
tinct surprise in the form of a resolution 
to take up the tariff bill. Mr. Morrill 
began with a brief statement as to the 
complications of the tariff bill. He said 
it had been apparent for many months 
that there was a deficiency in the 
revenues. Daring every month since 
the present tariff bill weut into effect 
there had been a deficiency. 


The roll call proceeded with many in- 


terruptions in order to allow senators to 
pair. The announcement that Mr. Mor- 
rlll'a motion had been defeated— yeas 
22, nays 33— wns not unexpected, in 
view of the vote some daya aco. 


The announcement of the vote was 


the signal for a remarkable colloquy be- 
tween Mr. Morrill and Mr. Teller. As 
soon as the vote was announced Mr. 
Morrill again addressed the senate. 


It ia now evident, he said, that the 


Republican party waa in the minority in 
the United States senate; A chorus of 
derisive laughter came from the. Demo- 
cratic aide of the chamber at this state- 
ment. 
Mr. Morrill, not noticing the interrup- 
tion, proceeded to state that in his judg- 
ment the tariff bill was defeated by a 
, 


vote including five silver Republicans 
j 


and six Populists. There waa no sub- 
fitantial chance iu the present and for- 
mer votes. It settled all questions of 
doubt. The senator said the Republi- 
can members of the finance committee 
would be ready at any time before con- 
gress adjourned to come to the relief of 
the treasury. "But as to thia bill," 
concluded Mr. Morrill, "I do not think 
it would become me to ask any further 
time." 
Mr, Teller secured recognition aa soon 


as Mr. Morrill concluded. 


Mr. Teller— "The senator from Ver- 


mont, Morrill, states what everybody 
has known to be a fact, that there ia not 
a Republican majority in this senate if 
those who have voted against the mo- 
tion to take up this measure, made out 
of time "and nnueemly, who are on the 
eUeut side of the chamber, are in the 


. party whom the senator BBBUIB to think 


are not." -. 
"There is a motion here made by the 


'' sena

ator from, Montana (Garter), who, I 
ieve, has ae mnch claim to be called 


a Republican as the senator from Ver- 
mont, to recommit thia bill for defects in 
tbo bill, patent and apparent defects- 
defects which everybody who has read 
and examined it concede. 
"Mr. President, I charge here (and I 


ahall undertake to make the charge good 
before thia debate is over) that this bill 
•was never introduced by either body or 
has it been supported in this body with 
any reference to its becoming a law. Of 
that I shall Bpeak at another time. It 
the senator from Vermont thinks that 
he can embarrass us who have stood by 
the Republican party as long as ho haa 
and zealously aa he has, because we do 
not agree with him upon every subject, 
he ia entirely mistaken." 


Mr. Morrill— "I have read no man out 


of the Republican party, but I allude to 
the fact that there are 89 senators m 
this body, of which the Republican 
party haa forty-four, who claim to bo 
Republicans. 01 COUNB, we are in the 
minority. 
Mr. Teller— "Of course, we knew that 


before." The suggestion is that we who 
have not voted to take up this bill are 
not Republicans. For thirty days the 
great Republican metropolitan press haa 
read oat of that party enough of the 
members to make it in the minority, if 
it had heretofore a majority here. Every 
man who voted for the free coinage 
amendment to the bond bill, no matter 
what was hia motive for voting for it, 
whether he was a free coinage man and 
anxious to promote that purpose, and 
that end, or whether he waa against the 
bill, has been read out of the Republican 
party by the Republican press. 


"At the proper time I am prepared to 


show that the great metropolitan Re- 
publican preaa haa declared that eight- 
een members of this body are not wor- 
thv to be called Republicans and we 
have been notified that unless we can for- 
get our views upon financial questions 
and submit to the Cleveland Democracy 
and Morrill Republicanism of thia conn- 
try on the financial question, we must 
go out of the party. 
"Mr. President, we can get along 


without the party aa well as the party 
can get along without us. But we deny 
the right of either the newspapers or 
members 61 the committee on finance to 
read ne out of the party. We shall stay 
in the party until we are ready to go 
out, and we shall discuss these ques- 
tions that are now so important, not 
from a partisan standpoint but from 
the standpoint of the American senator 
charged with great interests, charged 
with doing that which the senate has 


ever which may he proposed by any- 
body, whether Democratic, Populiat or 
Republican, which shall supply euSi- 
revenue for the support of the govern- 
ment. 
"ft isadisgraceto our civilization; it 


is a disgrace to the country itself, that 
we are now expending $;10,000,000 ayear 
more thau the receipts of the govern- 
ment and that the congress now in flec- 
tion, inlly armed with power to furnish 
the revenue, is idle and refuses to act. 


"I will vote for a tax on tea, on coffee, 


on anything, in order to meet the defi- 
ciency, anil 1 say that if the present 
congress does not adjourn in the face of 
the declarations now made to us, of the 
official reports seni to us, oi the state- 
ments by the President of the United 
States, and of the secretary ol tbe treas- 
ury, that we are now going on day by 
day like a careleaa spendthrift to involve 
the country in debt, selling bonds when 
it ia the duty of congress at once to eup-- 
ply the revenue 
." 


Mr. Peffer—"The President asserts 


that we do not need any more re venue." 


Mr. Sherman—"I do not care what 


the President says." 


Mr. Peffer—"I thought so." 
Mr. Sherman—"Every man within 


the sound of mj voice knows that we 
need more revenue. There ie a state- 
ment showing that since the last day of 
July, and up to tho present month of 
February, 1896, there hits already been 
a deficiency in the current revenue of 
$20,698.000, and that before the end of 
the fiscal year, at the same ratio, the 
amount of deficiency will he $30,000,000. 


"If such condition should occur in 


Great Britain or any other country 
where they have a parliamentary law, 
it would dethrone any party in power, 
and an immediate effort would be made 
to increase the income tax, or to provide 
Home old form of taxation to meet the 
current expenses. Yet now, and every 
day, and every hour, since the passage 
of the present law, and even before, in 
view 9! its passage, we have been run- 
ning in debt and increasing our debts. 
There is no occasion for it. A tax on 
ten and coffee would be paid cheerfully 
by the people of the United States. Any 
tax whatever, the most obnoxious that 
could be collected, would be supported 
by the people of the United States 
rather than to see the funded beht in- 
increased. Already $263,000,000 of bonds 
have been issued during the present ad- 
ministration. 


The other house having sent us ever 


so faulty a bill, letua take it up and if it 
is not right, let us make it right and 
lend it back to the bouse, and we will 
tiavo a ready concurrence. But for us to 
adjourn with these deficiencies accruing 
more and more is, as I say, not ft manly 
action to be takeu.by eitner of the great 
parties or by any party that Is responsi- 
ble for it. 
"Every senator hers appreciates the 


necessity for increasing revenue. Every 
senator knows that the hopes aud ex- 
pectations of the President and tho sec- 
retary of the treasury, as made in their 
reports, have been erroneous, not from 
any willful design on their part, hut be- 
cause they did not see the natural ten- 
dency of & coarse of measures which 
every day left the government more and 
more in debt." 
It was 3.10 o'clock, the hour for tak- 
ng up the Cuban, discussion, when Mr.

WASUIXGTON, February 26.—The tariff 


crisis in the senate brought another day 
of intensely dramatic action, of impetu- 
ous debate and of etormy personal col- 
loquy. The Bpeecii of Senator Carter of 
Montana, one of the five Republican 
senators who voted against proceeding 
with tho tariff bill, was the main formal 
event of the day. There waa added in- 
terest in tho speech, owing to Mr. Car- 
ter's position as chairman of national 
committee. 
The senator used very 


plain words in denouncing what ho 
termed the move to drive him and his 
silver associates out of the Republican 
party. This, however, waa bat the pre- 
lude to more stirring events. 


Mr. Carter closed at 2.15 o'clock and 


was greeted with, hearty applause from 
the crowded'galleries and congratula- 
tions from a number of Ins .colleagues. 


Hoar immediately rose to question 


Mr. Carter. The Massachusetts senator 
prefaced his question by referring to his 
long continued support of a protection 
to wool, even when the representatives 
of western wool growing states voted for 
free wool. Mr. Hoar took up the charge 
of Mr. Carter that eastern Republicans 
had been falsa to the platform of 1892. 
Did the Montana senator mean, asked. 
Hoar, that tbe construction, placed on 
that platform by President Harrison 
was false and illusive? 


The senator, Carter, had referred to 
gepuhlican senators joining President 


leveland, but Mr. Hoar called . atten- 


tion to the overwhelming majority 
which the Republican states of New 
England had given againat Mr. Cleve- 
land's party. Hoar closed with a ques- 
tion addressed specifically to Mr.Oarter: 
"'I ask that senator whether we ara to 


any people in tbe country- had inter- 
reted tne declaration to mean free 
tlnage, but what he complained of was 
lat the platform had heen practically 
pudiateU hy the Republican party in 
•ngrtid. It was taken as meaning that

ad done nothing to justify this hope, 
ut, on the contrary, there was now a 
emand on the part of the eastern Ke- 
ublicana and those of the party who 
terpreted the platform as favorable to 
Iver ahould he turned out of the party. 
Sherman followed Teller, saying that 
e newspaper extract quoted from had 
preionted correctly. He said ha be- 
eved in the use of both metals to as 
eat an extent aa was possible, and at 
e same time maintain this parity, 
lerman discussed the meaning of bi- 
etallism. 
Mr. Sherman said that every state 
at of the Missouri river waa in favor 
bimetallism.

HAVANA, February 25.— Close to Moro 


Castle at the entrance of this harbor, is 
a beach termed Playa Chivo (Goat 
Beach), BO called ou account of the many 
goats which browse iu its vicinity. It 
transpired today that one night last 
week a sentry on duty at the Castle saw 
some whitish looking forms approaching 
stealthily. The soldier challenged the 
approaching forms and receiving no an- 
swer discharged his rifle at them. The 
shot p.rouaed the garrison of the fort, 
tho guard turned out and a number of 
other soldiers opened fire upon the sup- 
posed enemy, with tho result that tho 
latter disappeared. 


The next moraine an examination 


was made of the beach and several goata 
were found dead about the beach, killed 
by the fire of the soldiers, who must 
have done better shooting than usual 
when engaged with the insurgents. 


Considerable amusement was caused 


by this fact, and the affair waa upon the 
point of being forgotten when a porsistT 
ent rumor was circulated in this city 
that a number of insurgents, said to be 
thirty men, had been executed near 
Moro CaatJo during the night. The re- 
port waa denied by the Spanish officials, 
but it continued to circulate until the 
Captain General not only felt called on 
to make an official denial, but ordered 
an investigation. Eventually the mat- 
ter narrowed itself down to the follow-. 
ing facts : 


Borne soldiers, questioned concerning 


the cause of the firing, were foolish 
enough to say they believed a number 
of insurgents had been executed ou the 
beach during the night; Instead of ex- 
ecuting the thirty-five insurgents who 
have been confined in Moro Castle, the 
Captain General has just liberated all 
against whom there were no serious 
•Charges. 


In addition General Weyter has most 


generously pardoned 
the mayor of 


Managua, Senor Criato, and his brother, 
who wore recently captured by the 
Spanish after having raised a numerous 
band of insurgents and joined the forces 
of the enemy. 


The Spanish authorities have de- 


tained Charles Michelson,1 a correspond- 
ent of a New York and a San Francisco 
newspaper, and his assistant, Lorenzo 
Betanoourt, both Americans. They are 
charged with . having disobeyed the or- 
ders of the mayor of Mariano in leaving 
that place and going into the insurgent 
Itnoa at- Junta . Erava and Gnnto~OH 
Mariano. 
The United States consul 


general, Ramon 0. Williams, has been 
notified, and the friends of the prisoners 
are doing everything possible for them. 


It now seems to be definitely estab- 
-: 
llsbed that Antonio Maceo was not i 
killed near Flacetas, aa was generally i 
believed. A relative of Maceo, who; 
lives in this city, admits, however, that 
he has heard from good sources that the 
insurgent leader is wounded in the arm 
as a result of the engagement at El 
Jalo. 


Among the dead insurgents found in 


the hills 'about Candela was a man 
with a note in hia pocket addressed to 
Oarillo. one of the insurgent leaders, 
Basing: ''Send me some salt." This 
note waa signed "Gomez." 


During the different 
engagements 


about San Jose de Las Lajoa 150 horees 
belonging to the insurgents were killed 
or wounded, among them being the one 
ridden hy the insurgent Colonel Golunga. 


The troops buried the bodies of sev- 


enty insurgents which were picked up 
near San Joae do Los Lajoa. The in- 
surgents have hanged two volunteers.

There is also a slight ap- 
p^roat increase in criiae sitb inc:ea£ 
in the severity of the cold in winter 
with excess of rainfall in summer, am 
especially during seasons tbat are both 
rainy and cold. A northeast wind i 
less conducive to crime than a touth 
west wind. 


The suggestion in regard toregulatini 


the vigilance of the police with meteor 
ologicsl instruments may be of import 
ance in those localities where cold win 
ters and rainy summers prevail, but lit 
tie importance can be attached to it in 
climate like that of Fresno, where there 
is but little cold in winter and no rain in 
summer. Indeed, if the effect of the 
weather upon crime is of sufficient irn 
portance to serve as a guide for polici 
authorities, the- conditions prevailing 
here are ideal, both as regards thi 
weather and the police. 


In a climate like this, where genia 


warmth prevails in winter, where rain 
falls not in summer and a soutnwes 
wind is a notable exception to the pre- 
vailing atmospheric currents, tber 
should be EO little crime that a polic 
force might reasonably be kept unde 
the influence of ana-sthetiCH during th 
greater part of the year. Viewed from 
a strictly scientific standpoint, tlie pre 
vailing conditions here are harmonium 
and ideal.

Nye'i verdict in the matter stands 
against his own. Speaking of tbe time 
when the humorist waa in San Fran- 
cisco, the Call— which, by the way,

tlemCflj to whom he expressed the ideas 
contained, in the following quotations:

tions to the Denver press and to his

When Nye acknowledged this, his 


friends and admirers need feel no hesi- 
tancy ia doing as much, as, indeed, they

Nor need it be considered strange if in 
his continuous labor the humorist well 
nigh exhausted hie peculiar.insp'iration. 
The vein of humor, while it sometimes 
is broad, never is deep. For a time it 
respbnds to the labor of the miner who 
is competent to work it, but then it 


s out and none, or little, of the 


precious metal of humor remains in it. 
The vein of humor in which Nye worked 
was uncommonly broad, but through 
years of ceaseless labor it constantly ap- 
proached ezhaaation. It was his mis- 
fortune, as well as that of the public, 
that the exigencies of money getting 
compelled him to work it beyond the 
capacity of any vein of humor that ever 
yet waa tapped. The exclusively later 
readers of bis writings conld form no 
comprehension of the wonderful merri- 
ment and grotesquerie wnich sparklet 
through all of his earlier work. 


Bat, even as this candid conviction is 


written, the writer desires to express 
th& obligation which he feels to the dead 
man for many a hearty laugh or feeling 
of good cheer with which, in days gone 
by, he baa read the humorist's writings 
There was no sting in Nye's work. His 
laughs all were healthful arid cheery, 
He liked tbe world which he amused; 
and the world liked him. He left no 
hearts that ached because he hsd writ 
ten. 
In all the reams of papei which 


he covered with hia penciling there wai 
not a single tear. He filled no high 
place in literature, and very coon his 
name will be nothing but a memory 
but it will be a pleasant memory while 
it laate. 
Of many a man who has

properly be given a little consideration.

had more to Jo iu securing the tariff on 
raisins than any other influence that 
waiexfrteJ, we wilt willingly answer 
the question propounded by our mora- 
ine contemporary as to who pays the 
tariff and to what extent, if the editor 
of that paper will be kind enough to in- 
form ue the exact amount of benefits the 
1't ceu tea pound brings to the home 
producer over thfit w'lirli hft wonM re- 
ceive if the tanfi were not impost*). Be- 
cause the foreign producer or importer 
baa to pay that tax to introduce his rai- 
sins into this country cuts no figure 
whatever. As we have said iu a previ- 
ous article, we believe in a tariff suf- 
ficient to produce an equilibrium, and 
this ia one of them. In fact, we think 
it should be 1}» cents a pound. 


A duty of \y. rents on raibius—which, 


by the way, is the amount fixed by the 
Wilton bill, and not \li cents as stated 
by the /.'jjx^iWexpert—isnot sufficient 
to offset the advantages of cheap labor 
and cheap transportation enjoyed by 
tha foreign grower, and consequently is 
not sufficient to protect domestic pro- 
ducers from foreign competition. The 
foreigner can afford to pay a duty ol 
that amount, and about the only benefit 
realized by the home producer is tbe 
benefit common to all the taxpayers ia 
the amount thus contributed to the rev- 
enues of the government. They are re- 
lieved of the burden of taxation to tbat 
extent, but where the duty ia eo low 
that the foreigner can afford to pay all 
of it the protective benefits become 
small indeed. 


Considered both from the standpoints 


of revenue and protection the duty on 
foreign raieins and dried fruita should 
not be less than 2,1* or 3 cents per 
pound. The revenue BO badly needed 
would thus be materially increased, and

would

called upon to contribute a portion of 
that revenue they would only be paying 
through that channel what they have to 
pay in some form or other, and they 
would have the satisfaction of knowing 
ihat in fulfilling their obligation to the 
government they were at the same time 


ng to maintain a class of domestic 


producers who stand greatly in need of 
all the protection which can be reason- 
ably and equitably extended to them. 


This is the position of the REPUBLICAN 


on the raisin tariff, briefly and we 
ihink clearly stated, and we are per- 
'eetly willing tbat the opinions here ad- 
vanced shall be considered applicable to 
all domestic industries, when it can be 
demonstrated that their claim for pro- 
action is well founded. This paper 
doea not belong to the class that shouts 
'or protection to the industries of its lo- 
cality and thinks tbat free trade is good 
enough for other people. The true 
principle of protection lies in the wide- 
spread and equitable distribution of its 
benefits, giving to no industry an excess 
that will foster monopoly, but to all that 
can be benefited a fair aud just proper- 
ton. 
As to the statement that "tho Expos- 
'or and its proprietor had more to do in 
ecuring the tariff on raisins than any 
ther influence," it would be seating 
tie case more accurately to say that the 


Exposiloi and ita proprietor had some- 


biing to do with preventing the full con- 
ummation of the free trade program, for 
•hich they worked ao .incessantly • and 
zealously during the campaign of 1892. 
After standing squarely upon a free 
rade platform and howling themselves 
oarse in denunciation of protection, 
hey were among the first to squeal 
when the high1 authorities and author- 
ized apostles of free trade undertook to 
pply to tyheir own industry tae princi- 
ple they had eo vigorously espoused. 
When asked to take their own medi- 
cine, carefully compounded by the free 
,rade doctors, with the trade mark 
ilown in every bottla, they rebelled and 
joined the innumerable caravan of wild- 
jyed and frantic followers of the goort 
Srover who descended upouthe national 
capital in swarms, shouting lustily— 


Don't give us free trade; give it to the 


other fellows!" 


The 
tmparalieUed inconsistency of 


these outside actors in this national 
!arce-tragedy—thft farce for their part 
and the tragedy for the people—was 
overlooked for the time ior the reason 
that the interests at stake were just as 
vital to those who had not shrieked for 
free trade as for those who had, aud any- 
thing that could be saved out oi the 
wreck was so much gain. Consequently 
no protest was raised when tbe people 
who caused the storm did what they 
could to avert the full measure of the 
disaster they had precipitated. 


No protest was made, we say; but 


when the people who are responsible for 
all the wrong that was done have the 
monumental effrontery to come forward 
and claim special credit for having in 
tome measure averted the calamity 
which they had deliberately created, 
they need not be surprised to hear some 
gentle dissent—gentle of course, as the 
wind is tempered to tho shorn lamb- 
but dissent nevertheless. 


IT is too early to open a local cam- 


paign, which may or may not material- 
ze, bnt notwithstanding grand jury re- 
ports and a lot of unfounded rumors 
which are being industriously circulat 
od, the REPUBLICAN desires to state, as a 
general proposition, that the various 
offices of this county are now conducted 
hi a more efficient and business-like 
way than they have been in tbe past.

It is very easy to dispose of any sug- 


gestion that Mr, Carlisle has been anx- 
ious to issue popular loans, for ho him- 
self has given the answer. Three times 
he bad the*opportunity to issue such a 
loan, and three times be chose to £iva a 
syndicate the benefit of the commis- 
sions. He might have advertised for 
bids from the people in the case of 
former iRSuea just as well as in the re- 
cent instance, when he finally did so. 
He preferred to deal with syudicates. 
In the face of his deeds shall we Haunt a 


gestion to congress, of which the 


ouly object was the furtherance of the 
scheme to reduce this nation absolutely to 
a gold-standard basis'? Tho idea is pre- 
posterous. Yet if tho Irrigator doea not 
imply that, it implies nothing. 


As for the refusal of congress to adopt 


the secretary's suegestion, it could do 
nothing else if it would save the conn< 
try from absolute gold monometallism. 
It should be borne in mind that theie is 
not now, aud has not been for nearly 
a third of a century, a necessity for the 
issuance of bonde. The obligations of 
this nation are payable in "coin," and 
loin under all natural and legal con- 
structions is either gold or silver. If the 
government would now exercise, or if it 
tiad in the recent past exercised its pre- 
rogative to pay such obligations in sil- 
ver when tttere was a ecarcity of gold, 
our sacred gold reserve would have been 
maintained without difficulty, and there 
wonld have been no bond issue. The 
Selma paper must admit that men who 
recognize this fact conld not consist- 
ently or patriotically have authorized 
any bonds. Au issue of bonds in a time 
of peace and plenty is an abnormal 
political monstrosity, anyway. If it 
muqt be, at least it is better that con- 
gress should not indorse it. 


On the whole, the REPUBLICAN feels 


;hat it will have to continue "perpe- 
trating a fraud upon the people," if It be 
a fraud to protest in such way as it can 
against burdening the people with debt 
which is as unnecessary as it is unde- 
sirable.

KOVALEV HANGED. 


THE MURDERER OF TIJE WEB- 


BESS EXECUTED. 


Efforts to Secure a Confession From 


Him—Eis Brain in a Normal 


Condition. 


FOLSOM, Februarys!.—Ivan Kovalev, 


a Russian ex -convict, who escaped from 
the island of Saghalien three yeara ago, 
and with another convict, Mathieu 
Sticherbabov, mnrdered F. H. L. Web- 
ber and bis wife in Sacramento thirteen 
montha ago, was hanged today. Sticher- 
bakov waa stabbed to death while at- 
tempting to hold up a San Jose mer- 
chant. 


During the Kovalev trial he made a 


partial confession, admitting that he 
tiad aeen the Webbers killed, but would 
nut admit liU participation in tbe mur- 
ders, claiming that hie companion had 
killed both victima. He confessed to 
tbe prison officials that he had been 
sent to Saghalien island ior life for poi- 
soning a man in Ruseia. 


The Russian interpreter aeut to the 


prison last night to spend tbe night 
with the condemned man, eiideavored to 
draw a confession of the "Webber mur- 
dera from Kovalev, but he positively 
refused to discuss the murders. < He re- 
fused to eat a tempting breakfast this 
morning and s ould take only a cup of 
milk. He refnaed to see a prieat or 
minister. He had an idea he would not 
hang until the last minute. So when 
he waa led on to thn gallowa he was ao 
frightened he could hardly walk. He 
trembled BO be had to be supported by 
the prison guards. There waa a painful 
wait. He said nothing on tbe gallowa 
and was swinging from the roi>) in less 
than a minute after he came from the 
cell. After the execution an antopay on 
hia remains was held. Kovalev's brain 
was found to be in a normal condition.

WHITE OFPEBS A SUBSTITl'T3 


Debate Continued oil the Proposi- 


tion to Investigate Recent 


Bund Issues. 


WASHINGTON, Pebraary 24.—The pub- 


lic interest in the Cuban qneation was 
shown today by the crowds which came 
to tbe senate galleries in anticipation oi 
a continuance of the Cubau dispute, 
The diplomatic callery showed 
tbe 


largest representation since tbe session 
opened, the ministers of Brazil, Hawaii, 
Cnili and several other countries being 
present. 


Mr. Morgan of Alabama occupied al- 


most tbe entire day in a narrativa and 
historical speech. Mr. Morgan spoke 
three hour a, and had not concluded 
when tbe senate adjourned. 


Tbe bill pensioning the widow of the 


late Secretary Greaham $100 monthly' 
was passed. 


The resolution of Mr. Lodge request- 


ing the finance committee to inquire 
into the circumstances of bond issues 
duriaR 1894-95-% wag taken up. 


Peffer offered an amendment broad- 


ening the resolution, and directing that 
the investigation bo made by a special 
committee~ol five senators. The motion 
was defeated—yeas 16, naye 34. 


Mr. Hill said he voted against table- 


ing the resolution aa be thought it desir- 
able to discuss it. It was desirable to 
look into the motives inspiring these 
various resolutions. Kequests for infor- 
mation were one thing but formal inves- 
tigations were another and more serious 
question. An investigation carried to 
the public an implication of irregularity. 
Before such an investigation was in- 
augurated there should be something 
definite and tangible. 
"It is not because this is a Democratic 


secretary of the treasury that I oppose 
this investigation," naid Mr. Hill with 
creat vigor, "I would oppose it if my 
woret political enemy occupied the chair 
of the secretary of the treasury."

As the resolu- 
tion stood now it waa a 'atab in the 
dark;' it was an attempt to insinuate 
what the author (Mr. Peffer) of the reso- 
lution was afraid to state boldly."

which the latter spoke of himself as a 
farmer.

The senator sai 
he had paused in wonderment to thin 
Ihat tbe United States had stood eilentl 
by at thia awful slaughter of 44,00 
prisoners instead of moving sword in 
hand and driving tbe Spaniards frora 
tbe ialand.

Morgan replied that it waa history, de- 


liberately written by a Spaniard, ap- 
pearing in the American encyclopedia 
under the titlo of Cuba. The present 
•war, said Morgan, waa but a renewal of 
tbe former. General Gomez had re- 
turned to his command and Cisnero, tbe 
insurgent President, returned to his 
task. The United States could go no 
further in his forbearance without a 
stain upon its honor. The great body of 
native Cubans are in favor of the insur- 
rection, although the bloody code of 
Weyler holds them in subjection. Spain 
has sent to the conflict up to this time 
eleven war vessels, 110,000 men and has 
80,000 volunteers for garrison duty. And 
yet this vast force cannot keep General 
Gomez from hearing the morning and 
evening guns of Havana. After reading 
from the reports from United States con- 
suls, Morgan said no one could doubt 
without impeaching our own consuls 
that the mass of Cubans were in sym- 
pathy with Gomez and Maceo and that 
in the end the Cubans were certain to 
achieve their liberty.

In addition to the 
$20,000 subscribed by the citizens of 
Stockton for rights of way, the company 
haa had to pay an average of $1000 a 
mile from Stockton to Merced. The 
work of procuring rights of way Between 
Merced and Fresno will be taken up im- 
mediately. The route of tho road ia 
such that it bisects a great many sec- 
tiona of land, and this fact, more than 
anything elae, causes a great many own- 
era of laud to object and to ask a Btiff 
price from the company for a right of 
way. 
The entrance to Fresno ia not yet in 


The directors, 
howevur, feel encouraged over the fact 
that tbe supreme court baa grafted a 
rehearing of the writ of mandamus by 
which the company sought to compel 
the town trustees of Fresno to give them 
an entrance into tho city.

It ia with inexpressible grief and 


heartfelt pain that we have to announce 
to our fltafi oiucera, Held oOicerH, troops 
aud friends throughout America, the 
following important decision arrived at 
after a thorough and careful delibera- 
tion. We hope that they will ever bear 
*n remembrance that we feftl that there 
ia no alternative lelt to our discretion. 


First—We do not seek, nor shall we 


seek to take any advantage of etrong 
feeling respecting our "farewell" exist- 
ing in all parta ol the country, by at- 
tempting to sever the United States 
branch of the army from the parent or- 
ganiiation as a separate or independent 
movement. Though through the help of 
our unfailing God, aided by tne eilicient 
(and to us) happy co-operation of our 
otlicera, our toil has been rewarded iu 
upholding the movement in this great 
country; yet we do not wish any action 
of aura to have the appearance of per- 
sonal ambition, nor do we wish our pre- 
cious troopa to stand for a moment in 
tho relationship of opponents to those of 
other nations, made brothers and eisters 
by one common bond of Christianity. 


Second—Despite our inteneo and uu- 


dving love for America and our com- 
radps hero, we should have had no other 
thought or purpose thau that o£ proceed- 
ing to England for another command. 
But owing to conscientious feelings and 
private reasons, well known to the gen- 
eral, we are unable to enter upon new 
duties aud controversica in connection 
with a foreign command. Owing to our 
inability to longer work freely aa leaders 
of the army under existing circuin- 
Btauces, we have made known to the 
London headquarters that we will not 
accept an appointment.

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THE FLAGLER CASE. 


The case against Miss Elizabeth Flac- 


ler and its outcome deserve more than a 
pasting notice, for r*r*lj is an evasion 
of justice »o palpable as in thia case, 
and it will go farther to create a disre- 
spect for the adminUtration of the law 
than would a doxsn ordinary instances 
o! the "pull" in matters judicial. Miss 
Flagler Bhot at a colored boy who was 
pilfering fruit from her father's yard, 
and her ballet went to ita mark-she 
killed tbe boy. It is said ihat it couU 
have been proved that the fatal bullet 
waa the second one that ahe had tired 
at bays on that day, but it waa not 
proved, for the court evidently was not 
caring for that kind of evidence. In a 
session of a court secretly called out- 
side of ordinary hours, EO that the vul- 
gar public might not look too rudely on 
the eminent murderess, Mies Flagler 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $500 and 
go to jail for three hoars. The fine waa 
a trifle to General Flagler'fl daughter 
and the three hoara in jail was a side 
splitting burlesqne of justice. 


To add to the appreciation of thi 


farcical character ol thia proceeding, let 
nsmakea few every-day comparisons. 
In the Fresno jail at the present time a 
man is serving a 6-months term in j&il 
for stealing a dozen chickens, more or 
leas, from a henroost. In oar opinion 
hia sentence was not excessive—bat 
Miss Flagler served a 3-houra term in 
jail for murdering a boy. 
In San Fran- 


cisco, not long ago, a man stole four 
loaves of bread from a bakery, and was 
given thirty days in jail—Miea Flagler 
shot a boy and tailed him and was the 
honored guest of a jail warden for a 
short three houra as the penalty of her 
deed. Again, a San Francisco judge 
not a great while ago, sentenced to stati 
pilson for life a young man who had a 
third time been convicted of larceny- 
three hoars hi jail judicially compen 
sated for the killing of a boy by Mi*a 
Flagler. 


Should anybody ask what ia the rea 


son of tneae palpable and outrageous 
distinctions, but one answer could bi 
made: Miss Flagler is the offsprine o 
tbe chief of ordnance of the Unitec 
States army; tbe other offenders are the 
offspring of nobody hi particular. The 
outcome of the Flagler case ia a glitter- 
ing illustration of the value of tbe"puli" 
of Influence. 


These distinctions ere made, but they 


are most unfortunate in that they breed 
popular disaffection. Just such c&it 
give birth to the clamor, which all men 
have heard, that there is one law for the 
rich and another for the i>oor, or, al 
any rate, that there ia one application o 
it for the rich and another for the poor, 
There never should be a just buais for it,

Tue time check ayetem oi paying labor 


is a growing evil in this state, and it 
tbouM not be permitted upon public 
work. Let the authorities hereafter re- 
quire from contractors that they shall 
p»y their laborers caeh at reasonable 
periods, and they will thus protect hon- 
est citiiens from losses they can illy 
afford to meet and themselves from 
much unnecessary trouble and annoy- 
ance. Acontractorwhohaanotsnflicient 
credit to pay for work as it is performed 
is not entitled to be made a party to 
a contract Mquirinc responsibility, and 
a rule compelling the payment for labor 
to be mads in a legitimate and business- 
like way will work hardship to no one 
who is entitled to consideration. 


It would be far better for the com- 


munity if all such irreeponsiblea as 
Goodfellow were barred from participa- 
tion in public contracts, even if they oc- 
casionally do work at a lower price than 
honest men can afford to do it. That 
class of fellows have nothing to lose, but 
in nine cases out of ten people who do 
business with them come out loser. 


Let it be hoped that one leeson of 


this kind will be enough for Fresno.

, from' ihg United States treasury and 


neceBBitftted the hardening of the people 
•with repeated issues of bondn, the cante 
of "true bimetiBlliflni" waa gloriously 
advanced. 


When Grover Cleveland urged con- 


gress to authorize 'the. issue of goli 
bonda, it really waa "trne bimetallism* 
far which he yearned and which be 
•would forward. 


When the nation was plunged deeper 


and deeper into debt, while vast earns 
of silver lay unused in the public tresa 
nry, it waa then that "tree bimetallism' 
gloriously triumphed. 


The elucidation might ba continued 


bat this ia enough. Senator Bherman'i 
*'true bimetallism" IB a delusion, and 
more than that, it is a deliberate snare 
and fraud. It is the variety of bimetal- 
lism which the men who control the 
gold of the country desire. It is the 
•variety for which the people will pay in- 
terest on more than a quarter of a bill 
ion of dollari. It is the variety which 
has made silver mines a drug on the 
market and silver a drug in the nations 
treasury. It ia as arrant a humbug as 
ever attempted to force a popular shib- 
boleth through Wail Street teeth. 


THB EKPDBUCAX ia in favor of Bilve 


coinage, but it does not indorse the po 
fiition taken by the silver men in th 
United States Denate. It is neither gooc 
politics nor good policy to block leg Na- 
tion of finch vital importance as th 
amendment of the existing tariff law fo 
the purpose of coercing tbe anti-silve 
element. It is a policy which Ifi no 
calculated to win, and the failure to ez 
act nereasary tariff legislation will be 
distinct failure to perform an imperativ 
duty. It IK a oiiataken idea that eilve 
coinage ie the only issue before thecoon 
try, and the assumption that it is, is 
likely to do quite ae much harm as good 
The silver men will come out all right i 
they will only bide their time and d< 
their duty in the meantime, bat they 
will hardly be able to force results in 
the manner they have nndertaken.

P. Irish managed to become collector of 
tbe part of San Francisco should he read 
the REPUBLICAN of thia morning.

tive is held up to public ecorii aa a po- 
litical jobber and a demagogue, who, un- 
der-the guise of reform, is carrying out 
selfish schemes that put Boss Buckley to 
shame. His a savage attack, and an 
open declaration of war between two of 
the most prominent Democrats of the 
state. 


In this connection it is due to Oov- 


ernor Budd to eay that he, haa iuat re- 
moved Colonel Iriah from thfl directory 
of the Home for Adult Blind, and that 
the Colonel's opinions are not, evidently, 
entirely free from personal feeling. That 
the feeling of Colonel Irish toward the 
Governor is thoroughly hostile is quite 
evident, not only from the nature of the 
charges which he makes ac&inet him 
but the language which he uees in mak- 
ing them. 


In regard to the issue between the 


Governor and Colonel Irish, the latter 
states that it ia due to bis opposition to 
theformer'sdeterminationto appoint an 
incompetent politician as superintend 
ent of the blind aavlun: in the place of 
the blind superintendent who had held 
the place for ft number of years without 
molestation from changing administra- 
tions. But the reader will gsin a better 
idea of the nature of the attack upon the 
Governor by reading an extract from 
remarks made by Colonel Irish. Re- 
ferring to the claim of the Governor that 
the public institations of the state are 
extravagantly managed, be aays: 


"In nearly every other state of the 


union the penal and eleemosynary insti- 
tutiona are supported partly by a state 
tax and partly by a tax upon the coun- 
ties, the money drawn from both sources 
being applied to the same purpose. In 
California these institutions are sup- 
ported by state taxation only. Their 
total coat appears upon tbe state's bal- 
ance sheet only. The true test of econ- 
omy in their management is the coat per 
capita per diem for maintenance of their 
inmates. Judged by thia test I hazzard 
nothing in Baying that California is in 
rank with the economical and not the 
extravagant states of the union. 


"The governor's tricK is to take the 


amounts expended through the state 
treasury for the institutions and com- 
pare them with like amounts expended 
throughout the state treasuries of other 
commonwealths, wherein only half the 
expenditure is by the state and the 
other half by the counties. But as tho 
same taxpayers foot the bills, what dif- 
ference does it make to them whether 
they pay one-half as a county tax and 
the other half as a state tax, or the 
whole aa a state tax? 


"The coat per capita at the Home for 


the adult blind is 44 cents per diem, 
which is the lowest hi any state of the 
Union except South Carolina, where the 
inmates are meetly negroes who are 
given little care. 


"In advocating the policy of consoli- 


dating tbe five insane asylums of the 
state the Governor shows himself, to be 
a fool and a faker. The beat study o! the 
'past century shows that insane patients 
get along best when separated into in- 
Btitutionfl with the smallest number 
possible. The same rale applies to re- 
formatories. Youths are more readily 
'eforraed when grouped in email nnm- 
Jere rather than in big and crowded in- 
stitutions, 


"Talkiufi about economy and reform, 
bis fool and faker bellowed BO loud that 
jou Could bear him out on the Pacific 
rhen he saw a bill of $80 for dentistry 
or the inmatea ol the Whittier Reform 
school. 
'Isn't there a docwr down 


here?' the faker roared, and when in- 
ormed that there was he growled. 
Why don't he null the young convicts' 
teeth?1 


At one of the aaylama for the in- 


sane the superintendent brought a piifT 
ball to apply powder to an insane old 
lady, who was suffering from a most 
aggravating case of eczema. 'lie wants 
to but powder on his red aoeejo that it 
will not show, where the whisky goes 
to,' roared tbe fool and faker when be 
taw the bill. 


"Oue superintendent had a charge of 


15 cents for bananas, whereupon the 
fool and faker spent 25 cents of the 
state's money telegraphing him for an 
explanation. The superintendent ex- 
pended 10 cents more in telegraphing 
hie explanation to the state board of ex- 
aminers, EO that it coat the atate nearly 
$1 to find oat how a reputable gentle* 
man at the head of a public institution 
had expended 15 cents for bananas." 


The road is indeed rocky which tbe 


reformer travels, and the cobble stones 
over which Governor Budd haa been 
making hU way along the Democratic 
highway are fast assuming the dimen- 
sions of giant boulders. If appearances 
are not deceptive, the Governor's course 
as a reformer is pretty nearly blocked. 


Tbe trouble with Governor Bndd is 


that he is essentially a sensationalist 
and an extremist. He has made a num- 
ber of excellent recommendations, for 
which thia paner has taken occasion to 
commend him, and we believe that in 
many reapects he ia pursuing a com 
meitdable course. That the expense o: 
maintaining our state government ia too 
great cannot be doubted, and tbat ag- 
gressive action is necessary to secure re- 
trenchment is equally certain, but Gov- 
ernor Budd has undoubtedly wasted too 
much time and strength in running 
down petty extravagances when there 
ia more important work than he will be 
able to accomplish.

General Booth of the Salvation Army 


ordered Commander Ballington Booth 
to relioqaieb oommtnd of the army in 
:he United SUtes. Commander Booth 
hai been at tbe head of the army in thia 
country nine years; lie ie a citizen of 
this country, and the greater part of his 
army affiliations are now on this tide of 
the water. The order for hia retire- 
ment was looked upon as a misfortune 
both by Salvation eoldiera and citizens 
generally, and a great effort was mad? 
to have the general's ordei counter- 
manded. He would not countermand 
it, and eo, in New York city, on last 
Sunday evening, the commander an- 
nounced tbat he would not relinquish 
hia command, uor would he receive 
fur- 


ther orders from England, 
The an- 


nouncement, aayd a dispatch, "was re- 
ceived with cheeraand other demonstra- 
tions of approval." 


So, in thia Christian of organiza- 


tione, has begun that process of disinte- 
gration which haa filled the world with 
jarring creeds and chnrchly factions; 
which has divided Catholic from Catho- 
lic, Protestant from Protestant and each 
from the other, while all acknowledge 
tbe same name aa higher than all otu- 
ers.

Ability to Crush the 


Rebellion. 


WICHITA, Kaa,, February 25.™Two 


robbers stepped into the City National 
Bank at 2.45 o'clock this afternoon and 
demanded tbe money of Cashier Dorsey, 
who resisted them. Shooting began, 
resulting in the death of Cashier 
aey and the wounding of bookkeeper 
P. 1<\ Langford. Langford's wounds are 
not serions, being light fleeh wounds. 


The robbers, secured only a few hun- 


dred dollars in silver. They then mount- 
ed their horsea and made a run for their 
Hvea. .By this time many of the citi- 
zens had armed themselves, and a email 
battle took place. One of tie rohbera' 
.horsea waa ahot from under him, and it 
is believed the robber waa wounded. He 
monnted behind his partner, and about 
one mile from town they met a farmer 
in a baggy. They took his horaea and 
made a break for the hills. In- the 
meantime the 
citizens had secured 


horses and^began the pursuit, the lead- 
era following within a quarter of a mile 
of the outlaws. 


The Panhandle and City National 


banka have offered a reward of $1,030 
for their capture, dead or slice. The 
latest reports are that the robbers are 
corralled in a large thicket in the midat 
of a pasture n!«e miles from town. The 
thicket is surrounded by twenty-five or 
thirty determined men who are fully 
armed and escape ia almost impossible. 
They have sent in for twenty-five addi- 
tional men, who have jast started. 


Foster Crawford, one ot the robbers, 


who killed CaahierDorsey, ia aaid tob€ 
a noted desperado. It ia also reported 
that one of the famous Christian Rang 
was the other man. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., February 25 —A 


special from Wanen, Aafc., saya: A 
daring but unsuccessful attempt was 
made to rob the Merchants and Plant- 
ers Bank of thia place today. About 3.3C 
o'clock three men entered the bank and 
two uf them walked arouud behind tbe 
enclosure where Mr. Adair, the cashier, 
was seated in conversation with T. M. 
Goodwin and D. W. Sutton. Their firal 
salutation wae: "Hold up jour handa " 
Mr. Adair sprang for hia pistol, when 
the men commenced shooting and Mr. 
Goodwin received what is thought to be 
a mortal wound, and Mr. Adair was 
ehot through the shoulder. He re- 
turned the fire and evidently wounded 
one of the men, as when he rode off he 
wae seen to be bleeding. 


The tiring of the pi&tola startled the 


passers-by, who came running from all 
directions, and the robbers were forced 
to retire without accomplishing their 
object. Aa they rode out of town they 
kept up a fusilade of shots and went out 
northwest of town. The plans were 
well laid, and no doubt the bank would 
have been looted but for the prompt- 
ness of Mr. Adair. Mr. Goodwin ia in 
a critical condition, Mr. Adair'e wound 
ia a very painful one, but not necessa- 
rily fatal, Several citizens had narrow 
escapes from the flying bullets, and on 
the interior the bank ia perforated with 
bullet bole?.

tal, Managua. 


Fugitives who have reached thifl city 


from Leon, the old capital of Nicaragua, 
headquarters of the rebels, which is op 
posed to the Liberal or Kelaya party, on 
general principles and as a result o: 
differences of long standing, the chief of 
which ie the transfer of tho capital from 
Leon to Managua, day that Leon ia in 
arms to a man and rapidly organizing 
an army with which to advance npoi 
Managua. They have tho advantage p 
possessing more modern arms and artil- 
lery; but the adherents of the Preaideul 
are not discouraged and particularly ai 
the Granada Conservatives, concerning 
whose attitude as a body tnere was 
Eouie doubt, declared themselves tod a; 
in favor of Belaya. This moans almost 
half of the battle won, for Masaya will 
undoubtedly follow, the lead of Granada 
The latter city has more important com- 
mercial intereata than any other city o 
Nicaragua. Besides it ia the western 
port of Lake Nicaragua and stopping 
place of the ateamera that cross the lake 
to Fort RBD Carlos at the mouth of tho 
San Juan river, by which- waterway 
communication with the Atlantic ocean 
is maintained via San Juan del Sur 
better known as Greytown, noar the 
eastern entrance to tbe proposed man 
tine canal of Nicaragua, la which citi- 
zens of the United States are inter 


ited.' 
Thus, with Granada and.other smaller 


cities supporting him, President Zelaya 
hopea to crush tho rebellion hi due time 
The lofis of Granada would most likely 
have turned the tide against tbe Presi 
dent. Then again^ the supporters p 
tbe Conservatives of Granada,who are in 
the majority by largeodda, are not lake 
wurin. They telegraphed to the I'resi 
dent today offering him the sum o 
$J ,000,000 with which to equip the 
troops being hurriedly enrolled to de 


nd the capital against the Leoniat 


and their Clerical supporters.' The offe 
was promptly accepted. In addition 
the government can now not only with 
draw all the regular troops from Gra- 
nada, but in addition a etrqng corps o 
volunteers ia being raised th'ere to sup 
port the President and ita advance guan 
will Bbortly leave Granada for thia city 
where every preparation possible fur de- 
fense has been made. 


The military authorities here are 


working night and day and the populace 
ia wild with warlike enthusiasm.

The etory of the strange disposition of

two brothers, Jacob and James, left 
their native city of Amsterdam and 
came to another Amsterdam, in the state 
of New York. James and. Jacob liked 
the new Amsterdam, but Jaspar liked 
the old one better; so he returned. He 
started a gin manufactory, and money 
lowed rapidly into his coffers until at 
eagth he had amassed a fortune cf $12,- 
000,000. He waa unmarried and alone, 
and, longing for the society of his broth- 
ers, he wrote asking them to 'come back 
and share hie wealth. They liked the 
new city, flo they wouldn't return, and

MB wealth. So on April 6,1796, he made 
& will leaving his immenee fortune to be 
divided among their heirs of the fourth 
aud fifth generations, aud providing 
that tho will bo read on April 6th of this 
year. 


When he died his money was left with 


•he government in trust for his heirs. 
The government in turn deposited the 
money in the Bank of Holland, where it 
has been aince. The $12,000,000, how- 
ever, has now by the addition of inter- 
est boon increased to (42,000,000.

Y., recently thirty-six proved their 
lineage. But since then many more 
have turned up throughout the country.

He Quotes From u Circular Foar 


Years Old—What Should be 


Bone. 


EDITOR KEPOBLICAN :—I notice in your 


issue of Thursday morning, February 
27th, an item under the head of "Pack- 
era Orcanizing," and also a statement 
that the "growers can look for better 
prices," etc., etc., and that the Hundred 
Thousand Club takes up the matter in a 
businesslike manner. Furthermore, it 
states that the packers have, -with the 
exception of the Producers' RaipinTJtck-' 
ing Company, been at work trying to 
effect an organization. 
,

Furthermore, Mr. Hpbbe states that 


tho Producers' Company refuses to en- 
tertain the proposition. In -the first 
place allow ua 10 state that ^the packers 
have not submit tea any proposition to 
us, and have never given ua an oppor- 
tunity to entertain the proposition they 
speak .of. 
Furthermore, we believe 


that they had no intention of submit- 
ting any proposition to us, aa their main 
aim ia to crush out the Co-operative As- 
sociations. 


They speak of conducting the raisin 


buainees on substantial business meth- 
ods. The 
commission packers have 


done more to slaughter goods and ruin 
the market than any other set of men. 


They furthermore state that they are 


working on an organization for the pur- 
pose of pooling their goods. The writer 
believes that tbere is no sincerity in the 
movement at all, bub that-that ia sim- 
ply another echeiue to throw dust in the 
eyea of the growers, as the very plan 
that they state they are working on was 
submitted by the Producers' Company 
in 1892, and refused by the packers aa a 
circular, the following of which is an 
extract, was Bent to every packer in this 
state, and only one replied, and it was 
eent out by the Producers' Company, 
the company that Mr. Hobba states re- 
fuged to entertain the subject, when he 
knows perfectly well that he was not 
stating tho fact when he eaid that they 
had refused it, aa the writer personally 
told Mr. Hobbs that whenever the pack- 
era had a proposition in shape to reduce 
it to writing, he would enbrnit it to the 
board of directors of our association. 
This has never been done. 


The circular referred to in part waa 


aa follows: 


"FRESNO, Cal., 1892. 


"To the Raiain Packers of California: 


Dear Sirs:—Having become satisfied 
that under the present mode of shipping 
and distributing our raleins, we, the 
packers of this state, are completely at 
the mercy of the eastern speculator 
and commission men, and feeling confi- 
dent, owing to the cuncentration of the 
nroduc.tion of raiainp, that a general or- 
ganization of all the raisin puckers of 
the elate ia practicable, we address this 
circuliir to you and aet your hearty co- 
operation in orcanizingand mRiiitaining 
an ftsenciation for the combined han- 
dling of our various packe. We would 
au£g«et as A rough outline the following: 


"The nomliirmtion to be known aa the 


California Rnisin Packers' Association, 
with a capital stock i»f ?->{:0,000, divided 
into 10,000 share?, of a par value of $50 
each. Each packer or company to sub- 
ecribe and pay in one eliare for every 
car packet! the previous year. Each 
company represented to nominate or 
appoint two of its members to be oh the 
election board, and thia board to have 
the power to elect directors to handle 
and control the business o! the corpora- 


tion. Each packing house to have one 
intpeetor appointed by the director!, 
whose duty it ahall be to injpect alJ 
goods packed and h*v« authority to dis- 
card ill not op to Btandurd.

the different grade* of goods, and toe 
eastern buyers will have to pay th« 
price, as it will be impossible for them 
to bay for leefl, because any packer who 
ship* inferior goods under a standard 
brand, or eella goods at a price below 
that placed by the board, or in any at- 
tempts to under quote or sell, ahail for- 
feit hia stock, and the amount paid in 
shall be divided aoioug the balance of 
the stockholder?. 


"Allcorrespondence shall pasa through 


the head office of the combination, and 
the orders ahall be divided among the 
different packing houses as equally as 
possible, and under thia mode of dis- 
tribution the demand for goods will ex- 
ceed our supply. The expenses of the 
central office to be divided pro rata 
among tbe different packing houses. 


"This mode would enable the packers 


throughout the state to pay uood prices 
for raisms, if they eo desired, as they 
would he eure of what return they would 
receive. 


The books of the corporation shall 


be open to all mem bars for inspection 
during office hours, not interfering with 
the general oflice work. 


"All oitieera to he under heavy bonds, 


and a statement of the business to be 
rendered once a year, after the close of 
each ee&oon, and not later than March 
1st of each year." 


From the above any grower can see 


that there waa an effort at that time 
made by tbe Producers' Company to 
stay the unbusinesslike method that 
had been adopted, aud has since been 
carried on by the commission packers in 
thia state, tiinca then several so-called 
combinations have been started, and 
the Producers' Kaisiu Packrcg Company 
iiaa always supported them as long as 
there was any attempt to maintain an 
QOneaty of purpose in action, and only 
withdrawing when positively aure that 
>he other packets were not acting in, 
;ood faith. 
i 


Last aeasun five of the co-operative 


companies formed a Belling association 
and pooled their goods, and as fur as 
the working is concerned, it haa been a 
success, but only having about one- 
eevtmth of the crop it wai impossible to 
control tbe other six-sevenths, which 
las been ruthlessly thrown on the mar- 
fet by the commission men and alnugh* 
,ered. Last fall the Co-operative Pack- 
ers'Association asked for the'indorsement 
ay the Hundred Thousand Club of its 
method, and the writer was invited to 
appear before the club, and after driving 
in from the country three evenings was 
never called upon by the club to state 
the object of the association, and one 
member stated that he d.d not think it 
would be in tbe provinceof the Hundred 
Thousand Club to indorse anything ap- 
pertaining to co-operatton in the raiain 
auaineas, and this statement was taken 
up by the commission men, and aa they 
apparently must have been abla to 
dominate the club, all action in regard 
to the matter was suspended. 


The writer can truthfully say that if 


tho Hundred Thousand Club desires to 
;et itPelf in disrepute with the growers 
)f this county, the surest way to do it 
,a to sustain any proposition that may 
be put before it by tbe commission pack- 
ers and to ignore all communications 
from the co-operative associations, which 
so far, is the action which they have 
taken. If the Hundred Thousand Club 
would look into the matter as placed be- 
fore a few of the business inen the other 
evening, providing tbe writer has been 
properly informed in regara to the pur- 
port of that proposition, as he was not 
tbere himself, we believe that it is tbe 
suggestion to organ-ze the raisin busi- 
ness upon the same basis as tho Wine 
Makern' Corporation of Ban Francicco. 
If the club would carefully look into the 
matter and then earnestly support it, 
it would tend to do more towards placing 
the raiBin business on a paying basis 
than any proposed organization of the 
commission packers. Aa far aa we can 
see, about the only thing that has forced 
the packers to want to pool their goods 
is that they have over advanced to the 
growers, and then having no control of 
tho market, have sold so that some have 
been forced to suspend payment, and as 
Mr. Hobhs stated in a previous meeting, 
tbeir desire was "to geAhe commission 
packers out of the rut in which they 
were running." Evidently that rut, as 
far as we can see, leads to financial de- 
struction, as far as they are concerned. 


Suppose that the commission packers 


do form a pool and operate together, 
what ia to hinder them from setting a 
very low price and all refusing to pay 
above that to the grower? It wonld 
likely have tho tame tendency, as the 
wine makers have had with tbe men 
who produce grapes and do not produce 
wine1; as they have done this year when 
members of the Wine Makers Corpora- 
tion paid $4 and $4.50 a ton in one eec- 
tiooJ of the country and iu other eeu- 
tions .paid $7 and $8 a ton, tbe only 
difference being that the wine makers 
were, organized and-the producers of 
grapes were not, and the same result 
would follow frith1 the organization of 
the packers hera; JThey.will bo able to 
combine,and reduce^the price to the 
grower and yet sustain the price in the 
eaPtern market for selling.. 


As far as we can'see there is only one 


sahaLion for tbe raisin growers of thie 
valley, that is to form an organization of 
raisin growers .only, and then they.can 
dictate terms to; and control the pack- 
era, aa the :packers are organizing? to. 
save their own hide and not to- protect 
the niiein growersi .• .

THE MARKET TO BB CONTROLLED 


The Humlred Thousand, Clab Takes 


Up the Hatter in a Business 


Way. 


. 


At the meeting of the Hundred Thou- 
nd club last night important nowa re- 


garding the raiain situation was made 
public. 


The packers, with the exception of the 


Producers' Company, have been at work 
trying to effect an organization among 
themeelvea whereby the disposal of the 
coming crop of raisins can Decontrolled 
by them. The purpose ia to prevent 
ruinous competition among themselves 
and hold the market for better prices. 


The improvement of theraieinbueinesa 


is of vital importance to them as well 
as to the growers. It is believ> d that by 
proper baaineES methods the market can 
36 controlled and good prices secured.' 
To ship and sell raising through one 
channel, practicallv free from competi- 
ion, is the main object. 
..The organization, or pool, haa not 
wen perfected as yet, hut thn steps to 
that end are well underway. The pack- 
ers have had three meetings already. 
This movement is a result of tbe agita- 
tion of the question Btarled by the Hun- 
dred Thousand club a few weeta ago. 


A. L. Hobbs of Hobba & Parsons 


disclosed the situation at the meet- 
ng of the club IfiP.t night. As had 
jeeu decided at the last meeting, the 
raisin question waa made tbe special or- 
der of business last night. 


E. F. Bernhard opened the discussion 


by statin ft that he had been told yester- 
day of the proposed organization among 
the packers. He moved that the pack- 
ers therefore be invited to address the 
:lub ou their propoaition. - 
Mr. Hobbs epoke of the efforts of the 


packers to form the organization. The 
iropoaition is, he said, to form a stock 
company of the packers, each firm lo 
have shares in proportion to tho amount 
of their pack last year. The Producers' 
Company refused to entertain the prop- 
osition. Their pack last year was about 
500 cara out of 3700. Mr. Hobbs also 
itated that the packers are acting in the 
nteresta of the growers aa well aa .them- 
selves. To form an effective organiza- 
tion of the growers has repeatedly been 
proven impossible, said Mr. Hohbs. 
Salvation of the industry can only be 
secured through substantial business 
methods. ' 


To this end, continued the gentleman, 


,he wild and ruthless competition in 
.he sale of raieina in the eastern mar- 
kets must be obviated. In selling thorn 
through one channel, by buainesa meth- 
ods, and without aerious competition, 
ay the salvation. 


He stated that in hia opinion the 


lackers would bo clad to come before 
ihe club with their propoaition. "It is 
a bit; thing," eaid be, "and it will take 
several weeks of consideration before 
anything tangible can be done. It will 
lave to be talked up in every phase, 
and the packers will be pleased tu hear 
any suggestions." 


The motion to invite the packers to 


addrepR the club on their .propoeition 
next Wednesday evening was unaui- 


urasly carried. 
It was also decided to call upon -raisin 


growers and the officers of the .banks .of 
the county to confer with the club on 
the raisin question. A committee uou- 
aiating of Messrs. TV. N. Rohrer, J. W. 
Shanklin and A. L. Hobbs, waa ap- 
pointed to arrange the conference and to 
fix the date. Members of the clubejc- 
praeaed themselves ae desirous of hear- 
ing from the.Rrowere and others on the 
proposition set forth by the packers 


The packers had a meeting yesterday 


afternoon regarding tbia movement. An- 
other meeting waa held in San Francisco 
laat week. 


Besides the raisin matter, considerable 


business was transacted by the club. 
The names of B.T.Scott, John C. Nonrse, 
H. O"3nker, H.W.Skinner, II. A. Char- 
ters, J. A. Slater and W. H. Ingelawere 
proposed for membership. Secretary 
Spencer read the list of members in cood 
standing. It was a highly creditable 
showing. Taylor Albiii waa added to 
the list of nominations for the new ex- 
ecutive committeo. Treasurer Bernhard 
reported $202 on hand. 


E. F. Bernhard reported that he had 


turned 150 copies of the citrus fair edi- 
tion of the Interior over to the Chamber 
of Commerce for distribution. The re- 
port was accepted. The cublieliera of 
the Interior were tavan a vote of thanks 
for their efforts in unhalf of tho Hnn- 
dred Thousand Club. Mr. Iternhard 
reported that rrore improvements have 
been made at tbe cemetery than ever 
before. The fraternal societies are tak- 
ing action, the Masons having appro- 
priated $200 for the purpose. 


A resolution urging the city trustees

SAS FRAKCISCO, February 27.—Rev. 


Dr. Dille, castor of the Central Metho- 
diat church, was the first witae*? today 
for Rev. 0. 0. Brown, on trial before 
:he Congregational council for alleged 
immorality and nnministerial conduct. 
Tbe accused minister tried to ahow by 
Dr. Dilie that the character of -Mrs. 
Thuraton, who testified against him, 
was bad and that she was unworthy of 
credence. 


Mrs. Gordon waa called to the stand 


to try to explain the mysterious disap- 
warance of Mra. Tunnell, but nothing 
mportaot 
was developed. 
Harriet 


Cooper, the daughter of Sarah B. Cooper, 
assistant pastor, who Imd charged Dr. 
irown with conspiracy in Bpiritinc Mra. 
funnell away BO as not to testify against 
lim, 
waa called > on for her proofs, but 


ihe was not ready with them. The 
judge advocate 'then announced that 
lis testimony for the prosecution was 
all in and he called upon any volunteer 
witnesses.to testify. The moderator ob-

She confessed that aha 
was a blackmailer and trind to be a thief 
ami ahe pave the information with a 
mile. 
She confessed that she plotted the de- 


itructiou of the mail whose hospitality 
ihe now enjoys. She declared that to 
lave herself from work and the possible 
lardshipe of poverty eho conspired with 
at?o. Mary A. Davidson to ruin the 
character of the Itev. Dr. Brown and to 
blacken her own. She assorted that EDO 
approached the representatives of a 
morning newspaper with a hope of 
emptiug them to blackmail the accused 
pastor. 


Sho drew her recital to a dramatic cli- 
las by asserting, with the amila which 
iever left her face, that she wrote the 
ettera which pictura-her own moral and 
)hveiual ruin, and place the cause of 
lor deep dietrese at the door of tho Rev. 
Dr. Brown. Asserting all this, she de- 
nied that there has ever been the slight- 
est impropriety in her relations with the 
man 
against whom ohe plotted 
so 


shrewdly. 
Mias Overman eaid she 


:ame from Tacoma the second time at 
the request of Mrs. Davidson, who 
asked her to take charge of Afra. David- 
son's exhibit nt tho Midwinter Fair. 
Instead of going to Dr. Brown's homo 
she went to Mrs. Davidson, who told 
her that Mrs. Brown had been speaking 
slightingly of her.

The state- 
ment related that Dr. Brown aaid to 
tfre. Davidson: "I have an unlawful 
OTB for Mattie Overman and I appeal to 
roil to help me." 


Thestatementcontinned: "Dr. Brown 


laid-hialast unlawful intercourse with 
WaUie Overman was in a lodging house 
at Bryant and Sixth streets. He had 
id mi tied that he had been guilty before 
but not since that time. The witness 
Mrs. Davidson} lectured Brown on hia . 
aulti, and the minister then told the 
atory of nia entire career, in which he 
confessed tbat among his faults had 
>een child murder, iftra. Davidson sug- 
gested that Dr. Brown meet Mrs. Bad- 
liu, who was cognizant of his liaison 
frith Miss Overman, but Dr. Brown said' 
ie did not want to meet her or any 
other woman, aud asked witness to ar- 
range ttie difficulty for. him. Witness 
then agreed to settle with Mrs. Baddiu 
for the irinister, and Look the money aa 
hie agent." 


Dr. Brown then read the cross-exami- 


nation in the police court, when Mrs. 
Davidson developed extraordinary de- 
ects of memory. She did not reiuerr.- 
ior whether she bad borne a child cr. 
ever had been arrested or had ever ag- 
inmed other names than Davidson. Dr. 
irown read Mrs. Davidson's denials 
.hat she had ever beeu iu jail according 
to her recollection, and eaid he would 
areaent the rccorda of the Massachu-

Diphtheria and the Steps Taken 


to Prevent Its Further 


Spread. 


From Saturday's Daily. 


At the reqnestof the school trnEleea 


the memboraof the city board of health, 
with Health Officer Hayden and Trus- 
tees Eden and Cummings, visited the K 
street school grou'nda yeaterday morn- 
ing, and made an inspection of tbe cloa- 
ets and anrronnding premiaea. 
The 


closets are built over open vaults, have 
been in uae several yeara and are natur- 
ally not altogether odorless. The board 
recommended that all the wood work be 
immediately washed with a strong solu- 
tion oi carbolic acid, and the vaults 
thoroughly fumigated with chlorine gaa. 
This it waa believed would obviate the 
neceasity for their destruction before 
new modern-style closets can be con- 
structed and connected with the recently 
laid aewer. 
While aeveralcaseaof diphtheria have 


occnrred'in the vicinity of the school 
aomo of which may have been engen- 


ered by tbe unsanitary condition ol 
ither the school or neighboring cloael 
vaults, these cases have been iaolated 
and it waa believed that with the proper 
leanaing of any poasime germ-produc 
ng places and the quarantining oi in 
ected houaas there could bo no reason 
or clOEing the school or for any pcholar 
remaining away. Occasional cases o 
diphtheria hare occurred in Fresno lo 
leveral years, but there baa never been 
in epidemic here, nor ia one at all prob 
able now. 
Health Officer Hayden ia making per 


=onal examination of reported cases ant 


ng every possible source o 
elopment. The isolation o 


thing even more desirable. 


Among forage plants,, Mr. Leckenby 


has great faith in modiola. Thia plant 
wonld easily be taken forthatobnoxioua 
weed generally known aa "malvy" aa it 
very much resembles it in color and shape 
of leaf. But it has been proven to be a 
desirable forage plant. It haa a deep 
tap root like alfalfa but beara much 
more seed. When thin on the ground 
it will take root at each joint thus 
spreading rapidly. But where there is . 
a good stand it readily grows erect and 
can bo cut ior bay like alfalfa. It is 
claimed that it ia better for dairy stock 
than alfalfa, being less apt to taint the 
milk, and it also makes better feed dur- 
ing the winter mouths. For fattening 
stock its great crops of seed would be 
important. 
A considerable amount ol thia grass 


will be grown tbia year and aeed in com-

the supreme court will decide. A RE- 
fuuLicA-s reporter yeeterday interviewee 
N.

Gold well, whose recognized 


abilities

give hia opinion much weight in regard 
to thtJ matter. 
Mr. Gold well is a 


stanch Democrat, and naturally would 
like to see an election this fall in ordei 
that hia party might have an early 
• ohance to retrieve what it lost. He 
eaid: 


"1 have reasons both political and per- 


sonal ior wishing that a general election 
•for county officers may be held this 
.•year. I have an ambition to be diatricl 
attorney of the county, and of course 
wish for an apportunity to make the 
race at ae early a date as possible. But 
you ask my opinion upon a legal ques- 
tion, and i give it to you. . 


Ml do not think there will be an elec- 


tion for county officers of this county or 
in any county of the state. The county 
government act of 1893 contains mani 
unconstitutional features hut these a! 
relate to the fees and salaries of the 
• officers. So far as it touches the tenure 


• of office it is a constitutional and valid 
enactment. 


"Section 60 of the act gives the officer! 


a term of four yeara, saveaais otherwise 
provided in the act. Subdivision 26 of 


• section 170 makes an exception for 
Fresno county and provides that ite 
'officers shall hold for two yeara. This 
exception is unconstitutional and void 
because it is in direct conflict with sec- 
tions'4 and 5 oi article 11 of the constitu- 
tion 
which require that the sys-

.and*' that 
the legislature shall by 


general and uniform lawa provide for the 
election of county officers. The general 
•rule as declared in section 60 of the 
county government act. being valid and 
the exception made by subdivision 26 of

• cornea under the operation of the general 
rule and its officers will hold four years. 


"This identical question was presented 


to.me for consideration in 1304. At that 
time the .general rule for the state at 
large Rave county officers a term of two 
years and the exception gave the officers 
•of this county a term of four years. At 
•that timeil aiivieed the gentlemen who 
consulted me that Ihe officers of this 
county could hold for no more than two 
yeara; they acquiesced in the advice and 
.'1 have no'ieason to change my opinion. 


"Thecouatitutiouof this state requires

.ment of bills into lawa; they must be 
prmted'for.tlie ngft of members of the 
legislature; read ou three several days 
in each house; ou final passage the bill 
nmet be road at length in each boaae;

that if .the act of 1S93 is declared to be 
invalid,-it will not be because of any- 
thing appearing in the act itself but be- 
cause of matters found in the journals 
of the assembly."
